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The  Chattanooga  Order  MINIMUM  uniform  producer  prices  per  cwt.  at  pool  plants  for  milk  f?\ 
testing  butterfat  are:  Base  Milk  - $8.78  and  Excess  Milk  - $6.95^^-.  The  producer 

butt erf at  differential  is  8.0  cents  for  each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  above  or  below 
3-5%  test.  This  is  a Base  and  Excess  price  decrease  of  $1.03  and  $0.78  respectively  below 
April  1974. 


In  April  1975 » 74.9^  of  the  producer  milk  received  by  pool  plants  was  priced  in  Class  I at 
$9.00  per  cwt.  and  10.7^  was  priced  in  Class  II  at  $7.04  per  cwt.  and  l4.4^  was  priced  in 
Class  III  at  $6.94  per  cwt.  The  April  1975  butterfat  differential  for  all  milk  testing 
above  or  below  3.5^  is  8.0  cents. 


Total  producer  milk  received  diiring  April  1975  was  30,442,239  pounds  which  is  a decrease 
of  4,925j6i8  pounds  or  13.9^  compared  \rith  April  1974.  Deliveries  of  producer  Base  milk 
exceeded  producer  milk  used  in  Class  I by  2,841, 904  pounds  or  percentagewise  only  88,9^ 
of  Base  milk  was  used  in  Class  I.  The  April  1975  daily  average  deliveries  from  5^2 
producers  was  1,806  pounds.  This  compares  to  750  farms  delivering  a daily  average  of 
1,572  pounds  per  day  during  April  1974. 


HEARING  SET  (M  MERGER.  EXPANSION  OF  THREE  FEDERAL  MELK  ORDERS 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriciilture  has  announced  that  a proposal  to  merge  the  Appalachian, 
Chattanooga,  and  Knoxville  Federal  milk  marketing  orders,  combining  and  expanding  the 
marketing  area  now  covered,  will  be  considered  at  a public  hearing  at  the  Holiday  Inn, 
Northeast,  4625  Asheville  Highway,  in  Knoxville,  Tenn,  beginning  at  1:30  p.m,  June  23,1975. 

Dairymen,  Inc.,  a cooperative  representing  more  than  90  percent  of  the  affected  producers, 
proposes  that  the  single  marketing  area  contain  73  contiguous  counties  in  Tennesisee, 
Virginia,  West  Virginia,  Kentucky  and  Georgia.  The  area  woiald  comprise  the  40  counties 
now  covered  by  the  present  three  orders,  eight  counties  now  part  of  the  Ohio  Valley 
Federal  milk  marketing  order  area,  and  25  presently  unregulated  counties.  Principal  cities 
in  the  area  are  Chattanooga,  Knoxville,  Bristol,  Kingsport,  and  Johnson  City,  Tennessee. 

Three  milk  handlers  — Pet,  Mayfield  Dairy  Farms,  and  Farmbest  — propose  merging  only  the 
Chattanooga  and  Knacville  Orders.  Another  proposal  by  two  of  the  handlers  — Pet  and 
Farmbest  - would  not  change  the  marketing  area  of  the  Appalachian  order,  but  would  amend 
its  provisions  for  classifying  milk  according  to  use.  The  provisions  would  be  the  same 
as  classification  provisions  now  contained  in  40  other  orders. 

The  eight  counties  now  part  of  the  Ohio  Valley  federal  milk  marketing  order  area  proposed 
for  inclusion  in  the  readjusted  marketing  area  include  the  West  Virginia  counties  of  Logan 
Mingo,  and  doming;  and  the  Kentucky  counties  of  Floyd,  Johnson,  Magoffin,  Martin,  and 
Pike . 

The  25  now  imregulated  counties  proposed  for  inclusion  in  the  area  are  the  Virginia 
counties  of  Bland,  Buchanan,  Dickenson,  Lee,  Russell,  Scott,  Smythj  and  Wythe;  West 
Virginia  counties  of  Monroe  and  Summers;  Tennessee  counties  of  Carter,  Clairborne,  Hancock, 
Hawkins,  Johnson  and  Unicoi;  and  Kentucky  counties  of  Bell,  Breathitt,  Knott,  Knox,  Leslie, 
Letcher,  McCreary,  Perry,  and  Whitley.
